V. E. A. Meeting in S e w Orleans dives Expression 
to Some Fundamental Declarations. 


Meeting in New Orleans recently the Department of 
Superintendence of the National Educational Association 
made some declarations which rise above the level of aver­ 
age convention resolutions. 
It a]'pears that the educator 
were in a mood to deal with fundamentals and leave off, for 
the time being, a consideration of the concerns of education 
as a profession or form of employment. 
Speakers of wide reputation emphasized the need for free­ 
dom iT the field of education. 
Louting in for particular 
criticism was that type of legislation which seeks to keep 
out the imagined evils of tabooed theories by prohibiting 
the teaching in any form doctrines regarded as a alien to 


American ideals. 
, 
In the past few years a wave of this kind of lntellectua 
muzzling has swept the country. 
State Legislatures and 
Congress hay. passed so-called anti-red laws, making it a 
crime I . “ teach” Communism. 
To teach the facts about 
Communism is one thing and very far removed from the 
idea of advocating Communism. 
Rut to define in a law tie 


difference is almost impossible. 
The result of this kind of legislation is to place in the 
hands of fanatics a weal on by which they can destroy real 
education through intimidation ot teachers or by driving 
out of the profession those who haw too much character to 
play the hypocrite. 
Teachers rightly oppose efforts I - * im­ 


post a censorship upon thinking. 
Rut. of course, this privilege will be abused. 
Somt peo­ 
ple ar- incapable of right use of freedom, but it would I**- 
foolish To muzzle a w id e profession simply because some 
members of it don’t have sens*, enough to use their liberty 
to good ends. 
The dangers of an occasional teacher advo- 
. ating subversive doctrines is far less a rn en ai ♦ to democracy 
than trying to define truth by means of a law. 
Five cen­ 
turies hence our present -'age "I learning may st rn a> 
backward as the wisdom «>f the dark ages appears to us

A law recently enacted by the New Jersey Legislature 
undertakes to prevent the use of unemployment benefits 
under tin Social Security Act as a means of aiding strikers. 
Press reports furnish only meager information as to the full 
purport of the law, and tin re is curiosity .is to just how far 
the regulation may go in curbing what might easily en­ 


courage a.’.t ’-social practices. 


O b v io u s ly unemployment benefits must be confined to 
those who are out of work through no fault of their own 
and "who are unable to obtain jobs. 
I hat participation 
•' 
strike does not come under this definition ol unemployrm nt 
goes w ithout sa\ mg. 
The New .Jersey law M*em> to deal 
not with actual strike participation but goes turther and 
denies benefits to workers unemployed because of otters 
being on strike, if they are in am way responsible for the 
strike or eontributf to its prosecution. 
Under the New Jersey law, apparently, workers forced 
out of jobs on account of strikes in related employments 
■ an claim benefits only after they proAe they had nothing 
to do with calling the strike and are not contributing to its 
continuance, directly or indirectly. 
W ith this purpose there 
will be no dissent, but there is danger that legislation of 
this type might lid pushed to the extent, of idwidging the 


right of workers to strike, 
Tie New Jersey law will Im watched with interest.
